"wherein the conductive layer comprises aluminum and applicant's arguments depend upon this limitation. Applicant's amendment does 
not place the claims in condition for allowance and applicant's arguments are respectfully found to be not persuasive for reasons which 
were argued in the response to arguments in the final rejection. Teo teaches removal of barrier layers by CMP from the top of the 
oxide(Fig. 3C and col. 4,lines 45-54). The conductor for filling the damascene pattern is then deposited and comes into contact with the 
upper inulation surface. The conductor may be aluminum(col. 6, lines 45-50). Although underlayers may be deposited under the
